LIEUT. HUTTON’S CASE. 

TO BE OPENED UP ANEW. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 
WASHINGTON, April 12.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Senator Stewart of 
Nevada today brought before the Sen- 
ate Conrmittee on Military Affairs a 
case which concerns the reinstatement 
in the regular army of James A. Hut- 
ton, who served in the Philippines as 
HNeutenant in the First California 
Volunteers. Back in 1894 Hutton was 
a captain in the regular army, sta- 
tioned in Nebraska. He was ordered 
to report to some other place for duty 
and did not comply. Charges of neglect 


he was tried by court martial and 
dismissed. Hutton'’s defense was sick- 
ness. That defense was ignored. 
It now appears to Senator Stewart's 
satisfaction that Hutton really was 
| sick and unable to report for duty. 
He demands revision of the sentence 
and reinstatement in the regular army, 
with the rank of captain. He puts in 
evidence his record as a volunteer with 
the California regiment in the Philip- 
pines, which was splendid and was 
miost highly commended by Gen. King 
in a personal ietter to Hutton. Sen- 
ator Stewart is going to hawe the Sen- 
ate committee investigate the whole 
matter. 


PUERTO RICO BILL. 


PROVISIONS OF NEW LAW. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.; 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—The fol- 
lowing is a summary of the provisions 
of the Puerto Rico Bill, which prob- 
ably will become a law today: It ap- 
plies to the island of Puerto Rico and 
to the adjacent islands lying east of 
the seventy-fourth meridian, which are 
designated Puerto Rico.

BARON GOT A PRICK. 


ANOTHER DUEL OVER LUBERSAC- 
ROTHSCHILD QUARREL.

‘WASHINGTON STATUE. 


FIRST BRONZE FIGURE TO GO TO 
EUROPE. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.1 

NEW YORK, April 12.—The eques- 
trian statue of Washington by Dan C. 
French and Edward C. Potter, which 
is to be unveiled at Paris, July 3, was 
put on exhibition today at the bronze 
foundry, where it was cast. The 
statue weighs 8200 pounds, and is 
twenty-two feet in height from the 
pedestal to the point of the sword, 
which the figure of Washintgon holds 
upright. It is the first bronze statue 
cast in the United States and sent to 
Europe. 
Washington is represented in a heroic 
attitude. The left hand hold the 
reins, with the chapeau resti on the 
crook of the elbow. The sword is held 
in the right hand. The head is bare. 
The statue is the gift of the women 
of Ameriéa, and everything connected 
with it has been thoroughly American.

WHITTAKER ESTATE. | 

FULL OF CONTROVERSIES. 
Judge Shaw had a hearing yesterday 
in the controversy that has been wag- 
ing for some time past over the $1000 
estate of William Whittaker, who died 
on August 4, 1899.

The Washington 
Navel orange has fitly celebrated its 
thirtieth anniversary of introduction 
into the United States by producing 
the largest crop, the finest fruit and 
the sweetest the State has seen. The

Poor Fruit 


HE following account ef how some: 
California fruit is packed and - 
livered to foreign countries as 
picked up at the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday evening. It is from J. I. 
Britton, American Consul at Nantes, 
and may carry a suggestion of value 
to the cured fruit men who are prepar- 
ing to market their orchard products 
in trans-Atlantic centers next season: 
“Last season. a San ncisco com- 
mission firm requested my assistance 
in procuri @ market for California 
runes. I interested one of the lead- 
ng importing firms in Nantes in the 
matter, and within a short time a good- 
sized order was placed .with the San 
Francisco firm. After waiting for the 
goods for some months, and about six 
weeks after they were paid for, the 
arrived. The goods, I am info . 
were good enough, but were packed in 
boxes which gave a very offensive taste 
to the prunes, thus creating a bad tm- 
pression among the trade here. One 
of the Nantes importers recently re- 
ceived a consignment of California 
prunes from New York City. He told 
me he could buy them cheaper in Cali- 
fornia, but he wished to have them 
guaranteed by someone with whom he 
was acquainted; hence the order was 
given through the New York house. 
These prunes were nicely packed, but 
the dealer says he lost about twenty 
cases in consequence of the boxes hav- 
ing been made from very thin lumber. 
I measured one of the covers and found 
the lumber to be less than one-fourth 
of an inch in thickness. ° 
The quality of the Califonia prunes 
is superior to the French, and the duty 
being but f.10 
per 100 kilograms, or less than 1 cent 
r pound. If the prunes are care- 
ully selected and tastefully packed in 
substantial es, and are always as 
represented by the samples, there will 
soon be a mutch larger demand from 
this part of France. I was recently 
shown samples of California apricots, 
cked in 5-pound boxes. The first

Fruitiess Olives. 


L Governor upon the olive. We re- 
ferred in complimentary terms to but 
one chapter, which the secretary had 
written for the report, most of the 
pamphiet having been taken from re- 
ports and papers written years ago.

Attractive and Useful Roadsides. 

N a par with the realization by 

railroad companies of the advan- 

tages of planting trees along rail- 
road tracks which has been manifested 
in several quarters, is the recent move- 
ment in favor of planting fruit trees 
alang roadsides. In Europe this plan 
has been found to be not only orna- 
mental], but extremely useful and prof- 
itable. Between the driveway itself 
and the fence line on either side of the 
road there is commonly a strip of land 
some few feet wide of which no good 
use is made. In fact, it often becomes 


a nuisance, being left to grow up to 


weeds, the seeds of which drift over 
the fence, to the cost of the farmer. 
If trees are planted on each of these 
strips, say, even thirty feet apart, 
though in many cases a of 


twenty feet would suffice, there would 


be 350 for each mile of roadway. The 
immense value of the carrying out on 
a large scale of such a plan is seen 
in the fact mentioned by Consul Bru- 
not, that this movement, which has 
been vigorously stimulated by the 
French government, has now developed 
in a more important branch of na- 
tional industry, and is leaving a reve- 
nue amounting to nearly $60,000,000 per 
annum. No one special kind of tree is 
used to the exclusion of others, but all 
kinds suitable to the soils and climate 
are planted. In some parts of the 
south of France, for an example, cherry 
trees are largely used, the it being 
much appreciated for making wine, 
preserves in alcohol. In Touraine plum 
trees abound, while in the Allier and 
other departments the walnut transfers 
the dusty highways into shady walks 
and drives. In Auvergne the chestnut 
is the favorite tree, and in Normandie 
he apple predominates. Germany and 
gium have also taken up the sys- 
tem which has been developed in those 
countries with striking success. It is 
said that in 1878 the fruit on the road- 
sides in Wurtemburg was valued at 
over $200,000, and the growth for 1898 
was even then estimated at $750,000. Up 
to 1896 there had been planted along the 
roads of Belgium 741,571 fruit trees 
which had then given a net profit of 
nearly $2,000,000. What such an in- 
dustry might be developed into, if 
prosecuted on a large scale in this 
country, it is impossible to estimate, 
and beyond the very material ques- 
tion of revenue there remains the fact 
that if planted with fruit trees our 
highways would be much more attrac- 
They would be less dusty, and in 
the summer time would yield grateful 
shade, while in winter they would form 
an attractive windbreak from storms.

RECENT decision by the Su- 
A preme Court of Illinois clearly 
and positively defines one of the 
duties of a railroad or other common 
of animals. In the case re- 
ferred to 114 head of cattle were 
shipped over the Illinois Central Ralil- 
road from ventralia to Seymour. In 
a few weeks twenty-six of them died 
of Texas or splenic fever, a disease 
which had not previously existed 
either in the.locality. from. which they 
were taken or that to which they were 


delivered, but it was proven that the 


cars in which they were shipped had 
been but recently used for transport- 
ing other cattle. It was ruled that 
the jury before whom the case was 
tried were justifiei in concluding that 
these cattle were infested by germs 
of Texas fever left in the cars by 
other animals, and the Supreme fourt | 
held that it was the duty of a com- 
pany receiving animals f@ transporta- 
tion to furnish safe cars and such as 
were not infec with any contagious 
disease.
